On  his  third  v.iya^'e  to  C.m.ul.i.  Cartier  ,i'.;.iin  visite.l  1  l.ichel.ii,M,  le.ivin-^'  the  st.ition  ,it  C.ip  Kou-e,  on  Sep- 
temb.r  7th,  i;.(l.  with  .1  p.irty  of  men  in  tw.i  barijes.  On  the  i>,issa-e  up  he  f.  mnd  tlu-  lii.li.ms  wliom  he  h.i.l  met  in 
153;,  .IS  friendly  as  bef.ire.  The  natives  .if  I  I.ichela:.;a  seeme.l  also  well  .lisp.ised,  .m.l  leiulere.l  .el  llie  .issisl.ince  in 
their  power,  to  enable  him  t'l  attenijit  the  passa^'e  U|)  the  rapi.ls  situ.ited  above  the  town.  l-'.iilinj;  In  . uc  miiilish  this, 
he  rem. lined  .1  slu  rt  time  anum-st  them  gathering  all  the  inform, itiou  tlie>-  coiil.l  furnish  .iboiil  the  i.'^i.ms  b.iril.-riMi;

'Ihe  next  meiiti.iii  w.-  fi-i.l  ..f  llocliela^ia  w.is  in  ido;,,  when  Clianipl.iin  in  c.iniuiu  ti.ui  with  l'.iiiti;i-,ive,  luad.- 
his  first  voyage  to  the  St.  Lawrence.  .\t  'I'adoussac  they  left  tli.-ir  ships  .ind  .iscendcd  the  river  in  b.i.its,  1..  ilu-  in.  n 
fulliest  alt.iin.ible  point     the  Sault  St.  I.ouis— now  known  as  the  l.acliinc   Uapids,  above  tlic  City  of  Monti.-.il.      1  li. 
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fi'.itiircs  of  the  country,  'io  far  as  they  coiilil  lie  cxaniiiuil  from  thi'  river,  uirc  carefully  (iNservcil  llir  liidi.m  louiis  of 
Cirticr's  time  were  no  lon^'cr  in  existenci',  hut  C'h.iiupi.iin  lejjanleii  witli  atlenticm  the  seiMiery  .unuml  their  sites,  ,inil 
as  Cirtier  had  (Imie  sevi'ntN'  ye.irs  befure  he  ,isc<iiile(l  Mont   Koy.il  li>  obtain  a  yumi  \  iew. 

I'he  |ieltr>-  tracU'  was  (Ustiiud  to  heeiunc  tlio  cliief  c.uiso  or  iiislrunicnt  in  iiri:^inatini;  or  proinoliui;  the  actual 
SI  ttit  nient  nf  the  eoiintr>',  ami  to  carry  on  this  trade,  fixed  st.itions  were  nect-ssirw  nut  onl)-  as  pl.ices  of  rendev.vous, 
uli(  re  the  Indi.ins  ,md  tr.iders  e.mld  meet  anil  have  de.dinijs  with  each  oth.r.  hul  als.  i  ,is  |Hiinanent  sites  as  ihvelliiK;s 
and  storehouses,  to  .icciimmDilate  tlu-  propli- iinployed,  aiul  to  eont.iiu  the  uierch.uidise  reipiired  in  the  Irallie.  I  In 
first  st.ition  est,d)lislu-d  was  at  'I'ailouss.ie,  .it  the  moiiih  of  the  Saj^'ueiiay,  the  nr\i  ,u  (jnebce  in  t'loS,  at  Three  Km  rs 
in  i'i?.(,  .It  Montreal  in  fi-i-',  and  other  points. 

There  is  no  jiecoant  uf  ("h.implain  h.ivini,'  \isited  I  loelu  l.e^.i  in  ir,(i,S,  the  )-ear  of  his  founchni;  the  settleuieut 
of  fjuehec,  lull  in  \h[[  Chaiupl.iin  .iiid  I 'ontoravi'  returned  to  Cm  id.i.  and  not  Iliviul;  been  .ihle  to  obt.iin  a  reneu.il 
ol  the  exclusi\e  pri\ilc:.;es  yf  tr.idiuL;,  thus  throwin;^  open  the  peltr)'  tr.uli',  of  u  liich  the  tr,ideis  l)ilon;,;inj.;  to  the  h'rench 
ports  av.iiletl  themselves  in  considerable  numbers,  for  when  they  arrived  .it  T.uloussac  the_v  found  traders  ahe.uly  there 
doin:4  business  uilh  the  sav.i^es.  .md  th.it  others  h.ul  preceded  them  in  the  ii\er  .ibo\e.  as  far  as  the  r.ipiiN  ne.ir  lloche- 
la^M,  Champ!. lin  ha^ened  there,  with  the  d.hrmin.ition  of  est.iblishini;  a  tr.idin;.;  station,  Ti  lupor.iry  struetures  vwre 
hej^un-tiroi, nd  w.is  ele.ired,  .ind  sccsls  sown,  iii  onli-r  to  test  the  fruitfulness  of  the  soil,  lie  proposed  to  erect  a  foil 
on  an  isl.iiul,  called  by  him  .St.  Helen's,  after  the  n.iine  of  his  wife. 

I  le  w.is  here  .■e.;ain  in  1^)13,  ,iiul  I'm;,  and  also  in  subsei|uent  ye.irs.  In  I'lJi  >,  (  h.impl.iiii  w.is  .ieeoni]).inieil 
l>>-  hi^  wife,  who  rem  liue  I  in  th'-  eolony  o\ir  four  ve.irs  :  houe\i'r,  it  is  not  ele.irl)'  st.iled  whether  she  \isiled  I  loche- 
l.ii^'.i.  She  left  Canad.i  for  h'r.iiice.  whU  her  husb.md,  in  .\ui;ust,  i'>2.|.  It  niii\-  be  interesting  to  note  th.it  the  entire 
number  of  colonists  remaim'n.Lj  at  Oiiebee  w.is  reduced  to  fiftw 

Tormented  by  frci|uent  att.icks  b\'  the  ludi.ius,  ,iud  perplexed  l)y  tlie  dissensions  of  ri>.-.il  tr.iiliuL;  Companies, 
the  C'llony  made  but  little  pro;^ress  dnrini;  m,in\'  years,  and  (  li.implaiu's  ]),itieaee  ,ind  (lowers  of  ■■ndur.mce  were 
se\erelv  exercised.  I'he  de.ilh  of  Champl.iin.  whieh  occurred  on  ("hrisliu.is  D.iy,  M'?;,  w.is  a  serious  blow  to  the  pro- 
i^ress  ol  the  colony,  or  as  .it  tli.it  date  w.is  fir  from  having  attained  to  such  .1  position  of  ;j;rowlh  and  streiiLjth  as  to 
w.irr.int  , I  confident  belief  in  its  ])erm,incnee  ;  there  m.iy  have  br.'ii  1  ;o  to  1  .S.  i  .utu.il  residents  or  settlers,  but  locited 
priiuip.illy  at  (luebec  or  in  its  vicinilv.  In  addition  to  these  there  wen-  the  aj^ents  of  the  C'oinpaiu  of  the  Hundred 
Associates  .it  the  posts  of  T.idouss.ie  .ind    I'hree  Rivers,  but  there  is  no  mention  of  auv  settlenii  nt  .11    Moiitre.il. 

The  ("omp.iny  of  the  llundred  \ss,K:i,ites  was  founded  by  (.'.irdin.il  Kiclu'lieii.  .and  \\,is  oi^^anisi'd  as  I'.irk-  as 
iCO,-,  but  the  first  ex|)editiiin  umler  its  auspices,  in  I'l.vS,  u.is  .1  fiilurr,  oxvin.^r  t,,  tin-  l-'.iv  lish  h.iviii;.;  then  llu-  control  of 
the  Si.  Lawrence,  and  e.ipturiuL;'  the  vessels  sent  out.  Then  occurred  the  suiri-uder  of  (  liiebec  and  the  other  st.itioiis, 
,ind  thiir  occup.itioii  b\'  tlu'  haii^lish.  The  i;o\irmnent  of  the  alfiirs  of  th  ■  coloiu'  1)\'  the  new  Coniii.iiu'  sc.irceK- 
commenceil  until  the  ye.ir  l''i,^2,  when  New  I'rance  w.is,  b\-  tre,it\    with  l',iv.;land,  restored  to  the  l''rencli. 

In  If'i.to,  "  I. a  ('ompaijnie  de  .Montreal  "  uas  fornn-.l  in  I'.iris,  for  tin.'  promotion  of  relitjion  in  the  colonv.  It 
consisted  of  upw.irds  of  thirty  persons  of  we.ilth  iiid  influence.  \iho  entered  into  .1  p.irlneiship  with  the  obiect  of  est.ib- 
lishini; a  perm. iiieiit  settlenienl  on  tlu  island  where  I  Iocliela;;.i  oiice  existv-d.  Here  it  w.is  proposed  to  build  a  town 
.and  protect  it  \\ith  fortifications  .M,iisonneu\e  \\.is  chosen  to  conduct  the  oper.itioiis.  and  to  preside  over  .ill  the.iffairs 
ol  the  (  oiiip.mv  in  ( '.iii.ida,  "I'he  s.mction  of  the  Kini;  and  the  Comp.iiiy  of  the  Ilnn.lred  .\ssoci.ites  li.n  im;  been 
obt.iineil,  in  the  Course  of  if'iji  .?.  priests  and  finiilies.and  forts'  chosen  men,  under  the  immeiliate  comm.ind  of  .Maison- 
neii\e,  weri'  si-ilt  ■  mt. 

l)nM,i\-  i.'^th,  !''>).?,  \'ille  M.irie  was  founded  and  solemiil>' consecrated.  The  spot  selected  w, is  ne.ir  to  the 
slope  of  the  ■■  Koy.il  Mount,"  which  leceiveil  its  name  from  J,ici|ues  t'artier  one  hundred  and  seven  ye.irs  before.  It  is 
recordid  tli.it  l)e  M,iisonneu\e  .ascended  to  the  sumuiit,  .ind  surseye'd  the  boundless  e\p,inse  ol  risers,  firests.  .md 
hi|.^lil.iiHls  extending;  to  the  e.ist    .ind   south. 

The  site  of  \'ille  M.irie  bcc.inie  in  ,ift<T  times  th.it  of  the  City  of  .Montre.il,  The  e\,icl  spot  win  re  He 
M.iisonneuve  and  his  comp.mions  landed  w.is  .it  I'ointe  a  Cattieres,  where  the  be.ildin.;  erected  by  the  I\o\m1 
Insiir.ince  Compain-,  and   at   present  occupied   b\'  the  (Custom    House,  now  stands. 

( )u  ,irrivin',;  at  <  hiebec,  the-,-  wen-  solicited  not  to  proce'ed  further  up  the  riser.  The  coloiu-  had  onls'  200 
or  \i«)  persons,  .md  svould  profit  much  In  this  reinf'.  cement.  Thes'  svere  offered  the  Isl.ind  of  (  )ii<Mns  for  erect- 
iu'^  their  establishment,  and  efforts  svere  made  to  intimidate  them  bs'  .accounts  of  the  lro(|iiois,  who  oserran  the 
coimtrs',  and   svere  still   abmit    the   island   ot    Montrcil.      .Maisonneiici'   replied  :   - 

"  I  has-e  not  come  to  deliberate,  but  to  execute  ;  if  there  were  as  m.iny  Iroipiois  in  Montreal  ,is  trees, 
it   is  111)'  duts'  ,ind  .1  m. liter  o|   honour  to  ^o  there  anil  establish  a  colony." 

He  went  without  del.is'.  Mdlle.  Mance  rem.iiiu-d  to  spend  the  wa'nt  f  in  Quebec,  .\ttenipts  \\eie  ni.ide  to  det.iin 
her.  but  she,  fir  from  beiiu;  deterred  from  .L;iiiiv,;-  to  Montreal,  even  i;, lined  oser  M. id. one  I'ellrie.  who,  wluai  .at 
Montre.il,  proposed  to  l;o  anioivj;  the  Hurons,  but  the  priest  \'inionl  dissuaded  her.  1'a  entnalls'  she  returned  to 
(•uebec  ,ind  there  p.issed  the  rest  other  life.      .She  st.is-ed  eiiditeen  months  in  Montre.il,  until  the  year  lO.)?.

b.  ill'  no  en-mes,,ind  ,i  hi^;h  wind  prevailin-  .it  the  time,  ihc  confl.a-r.ilioii  spre.ul  until  it  had  consumed  over  a  Inmdie.I 
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lioiiscs,  and  reiulcrcd  over  JOO  f.imilics  liomclcss.  Tlic  ll.uilcs  wlti'  su  tirixr,  lli.il  sonic  houses  buil*  oulsicic  the  walls 
were  tlestroyeil.  A  i^iruje  sum  was  coiieclcii  in  [■"jv^l.inii  tnw.iriis  llie  relief  of  the  siilTerers.  the  Fvin^  lieailinj;  the  list 
with  /3<-K'.  rile  {ii)\'eniiir  e.ui-^eil  an  aecmnit  ul  the  losses  sustained  to  lie  prepared  tor  Iransuiissioii  ti'  l'ai;.;land,  and 
the  total  is  set  down  as /;  I  l('.773  iNs.

The  inhabitants  had  -^Lareel)-  conipleled  their  work  of  rehuildin;^  their  houses,  when  another  hic  broke  out  on 
the  I  ith  A[)ril,  IJ^S.  This  cunmieneed  near  the  Si.  Lau  renee  (jate,  and  eoiunuie  I  burning,'  until  it  li.id  eonsunied  loo 
houses,  two  ehurehes,  and  one  school,  'riie  citi/.en-  were  ,i:.;ain  thrown  into  distress,  ,unl  .i^'ain  the  people  in  lMiL;iand 
responded  to  the  ,ippe,ds  made  to  them,  ami  the  people  were  .liiled  to  rebuild  then-  hou-^es  onee  more. 

On  the  bre.d<inj;  out  of  the  American  war,  one  of  the  fu'st  iiio\-enunts  of  the  Conijress  was  to  issue  ortlers  for 
tlie  coil(|uesl  of  C.uiada.  They  eaptured  'I'ieonderoL;.!  and  Crown  Toinl,  ,uul  uliyshoulil  not  Montreal  and  (Juebee 
f.dl  into  their  hands  .'  NothiuL;  seemed  inipos.-,d)K  f  ir  men  .mini. ited  l)y  these  fu'sl  successes.  'I'he  eomni.ind  ol  the 
army  intended  fi>r  this  purpose  was  L;i\en  to  tieiirra!  .MoiilLi'unery,  uh"  vviHi  ,i,i>i-'o  niea  l)esie_;ed  ,tnd  lonk  the  b>rt--  at 
Ch.imbly  and  St.  b.hns.  Ciovernor  Carletim  iwlm  «,is  at  Montreal)  st.iiled  Inv  the  relief  ol  St,  jMhus,  b\il  he  was  met 
at  l.on;.;ueuil  b\-  a  parte  of  .\niericans,  who  cniipelied  him  to  return  in  .\bintieal. 

On  the  lu-st  aiKance  of  the  .\merican  troops  into  C.m.ul.i,  .\lonlL;omer>-  had  del.iched  (  'ilonel  h!th,m  Allen 
with  1  50  men  to  attack  Montre.il.  On  the  _'.|lii  ( )ctober,  lu:  cros-,Ld  the  St.  I  ,aw  rence.  three  mile^  belnw  tiieiit)-. 
Upon  heariii:^  this  Carleton  assembled  ,50  rei;ul.ir  troop-  .uid  .d)ont  200  miiilia  of  the  town,  who  m.irehed  to  Longue 
I'ointe,  where  the  Americ:uis  were  posted.  An  .iction  took  place,  when  Allen  ,uul  hi-  entire  p,irt\-  were  l,d<eii 
prisoners. 

Immcdiatel)' upon  the  suneiider  of  the  fort  at  St.  Johns,  Mont,L;omery  pushed  forw.ird  to  Montreal.  In  llie 
me.intime  (iox-ernor  Carleton  assembleil  all  his  available  forces  for  ihe  puiiiose  of  rep.iuiu;^  to  the  deleiice  ol  (Juebec, 
and  h. id  just  left  Montreal  when  M.mt-omery  aiipe.ired  before  the  city,  .\rlicles  of  cai)itulation  were  driwn  up  .md 
presented  to  Monli;omery,  the  cil)-  h,ivin,L;  neither  ammunilioii,  artiller)',  troop-,  nor  provisions,  the  torlilicitions  had 
f.dlen  into  deca_\-,  and  thus  resistance  a-ain-l  any  .itl.ick  was  hopeles-.  The  continenl.il  troops  took  posse-sion  ol  the 
Recollet  Gate  on  i;tli  November,  1775.  The  suco -s  of  ilu-  Americans,  however,  terminated  with  the  bill  of  .Mont- 
bonier)-  .It  (Juebec.  (iener.il  Arnold,  on  whom  the  comm.md  ilevolved,  sal  down  resolulel)-  before  the  e.ipital  in  the 
depth  of  winter,  and  with  the  renin, uit  of  his  troops  ke])!  -u.ird  until  llie  -priii-.  Meanwhile  (ieiieral  Wooster  cpiiell)- 
rested  in  undisputed  possession  of  .Montreal.  (In  the  departure  of  Woo-ter  for  (juebee  (April  1st,  1  776),  Colonel  ll.i/eii 
assumeil  command.  In  a  letter  addressed  to  CeneLil  Schusler,  llie  Colonel  refers  to  the  h  ieiidly  drspo.-itioii  iu,mil..sted 
by  the  Canadians  when  .MontL;oniery  first  entered  the  Ciiunlry,  but  that  they  could  no  longer  be  looked  uiJon  as  Irieiuls' 
This  ehaiv^c  he  ascribed  to  the  fact  tli.it  llie  cleri^y  had  been  ne;^'lected,  aiul  "  in  some  instances  ill-used."  lie  close-

dead  on  the  -m  w\  liei-ht-,  ,ind  .\rnoid  borne  wipimded  from  ihe  field  ;  that  cold,  huii-er,  .md  sm.ill-po.v.  were  \\,isliii_; 
the  ,irm_\',  that  di-cipliiie  w.i-  forgotten,  .md  the  i)eople  iiidilfereiil  or  ho-iile,  the  Coni;ress  res.jiteil  to  ilu-  e.xpedunt  ot 
.ippointin^r  ilnee  eoininis-iouers  to  -o  to  Montreal,  eonler  with  Arnold,  and  arrail-e  a  idail  for  the  rectilicatioii  ol  (..'.iiia- 
di.m  .ilf.urs.  lienj.iinin  hr.inkiiii,  Samuel  Chase,  and  Ch.irles  Cirroll  were  selected  for  this  mission.  .Mr.  John  Ciirott.

"  Montreal  was  oriirinally  settled  liy  the  l"ri>neh,  ahout  two  centuries  ajro.  The  city,  the  second  in 
cnuiuu'ive  and  poiniiation  in  F.viiisli  America,  i>  situat.'d  on  an  islaiul  of  the  same  name,  thirty  miles 
Imhl;  ami  lour  broad.  It  ha>  its  name  IVom  a  mountain  which  lilts  its  verdant  head  in  the  rear  oi'  the 
inwii  Tile  situation  ol'  Mi.nlreal  is  excelleni.  at  the  licad  ol'  the  ship  naviiration  ol'  the  «iTeat  KiviT  Si. 
i.awreiice.  on  a  tcitijc  island,  surrciuiided  hy  a  fertile  and  iiopulatint;-  country,  and  havim;'  to  the  west- 
ward an  imm.'iivc  fertile  and  improvine  ciiuntry.  Opposite  Montreal  ilie  river  i>  thre<>  miles  wide. 
The  town  isi's  ill  a  irradu.il  ascem  from  the  river,  and  is  laid  out  irregularly  :  many  of  the  streets  are 
narrow  ;  two  small  streams  run  throuirh  ihe  ,  ity  The  houses  are  two  and  three  stories  high,  huilt  (d' 
stone,  with  tinned  roofs,  very  thick  walls,  iron  .sliuiters,  e-ratings  and  doors.  No  douhi  all  this  is  con- 
venient and  suiialje  to  the  climate,  but  to  the  evf  it  has  a  clumsy  and  gloomy  api)earance,  which  is 
increased  by  the  immense  slacks  of  .himneys  and  larue  liarret  windows,  .some  of  the  latier  almost  large 
enough  for  a  small  family  to  live  in,  I  saw  but  two  brick  houses  in  the  town.  The  suburbs  arc  almost 
all  composed  of  one  and  two  story  log-housi's.  Ladders  an'  placed  on  most  roofs  where  tlu'y  are  not  fire- 
proof, in  many  instances  rotten  with  age,  and  but  little  to  be  depended  upon  in  the  hour  of  emergency. 
There  are  ..evcral  e-ooil  lunges  of  stone  warehoiLses  near  the  river, 

■The  luunb.'r  of  inhabitants  1  should  estimate  at  I."). 000.  They  are  increasing  daily,  if  we  inayjiulge 
Irom  the  .piantiiy  III"  houses  building  in  dili'ereiit  streets.  The  people  are  a  mixture  of  Canadians, 
llriiish  and  Americans,  There  are  several  good  taverns,  and  the  stores  are  full  of  luiropean  and  Indian 
U'lods:  they  contain  also  a  variety  of  artiijes  for  the  trade  w'ith  the  Indians.  Auctions  of  cargoes  are 
trecpient.  as  in  the  States.  Some  few  manufactories  are  established,  amoim'st  others  ;■.  windmill,  with 
horizontal  sails,  for  u'rindini;-  colors  or  oil,  and  several  brcweriev.  '1  wo  or  three  windmills  for  Hour  are 
in  the  sul)urlis.      I  saw  none  in  the  Stales 

"  .Montreal  is  i  he  eniporium  "f  the  Northwest  <  'oinpanv,  the  mosi  extensive  fur  company  in  .America. 
Their  forts  or  trading  establishiii. Ills  extend  some  thousands  of  miles  west  to  the  Pacific  ( Iceali.  lam 
informed  by  c)iu'  of  the  .-ompany,  Mr,  X'andersluys.  iliai  fifteen  hundred  peoi)le  are  employed  by  them 
at  these  establishments  The  Mweretta,' a  large  ship  for  London,  w:is  at  Market  wharf,  loading  entirely 
wiih  skins  and  furs,  which  are  ln-oueht  dnwn  the  interior  rivers  bv  Indians  and  whiles  in  thi'  service  of 
the  company.  The  lanrninii-  alter  I  >  ami'  here,  .six  or  ei<iht  lariiv  canoes,  manned  by  at  least  eight  Indians 
each,  ,ind  loaded  w'illi  peltry,  airivcd.  'I'he  Indians  were  dressed  in  all  their  finery — blue  leggings, 
trimmed  with  scarhi  list,  a  gay  [irinted  shirt,  or  black  nr  common  blanket  thrown  over  their  shoulders, 
and  a  gaudy  yarn  sash  around  their  waists  ;  some  had  then  faces  painted  red  and  l)laik,  etc  ;  some  Inid 
plates  of  silver  on,  "r  feathers,  and  dillereni  animals'  tails  stuck  in  their  hats,  and  almost  all  had  peiiilu- 
hms  earrings  The  wnmen  were  dressed  nearly  the  same,  exci'ptint;-  some  id'  the  ornaments  in  their 
hats,  anil  1  cdjservcd  almost  all  wore  a  black  blanket  ami  crucifix 

"The  <anoes  are  very  neatly  made  of  birch  bark,  having  small  ribs  ;ind  splints  of  cedar,  with  cross 
piei  es  lo  streiigiheii  them.  The  bark  is  sewed  touether  with  the  stringy  roijts  of  the  s|)ruce  tree,  and  the 
seams  caulkeil  wiili  pine  tree  uum  Their  leim-'h  is  between  twi'iily  and  thirlv  feet,  width  tour  feet  and 
a  half,  anddi'pth  p<'rliaps  three  l.'et  ,  they  will  carry  near  four  ton  weie-hi,  and  yet  are  so  light  that  two 
or  four  Indian,^  will  c'arry  them  miles  over  the  portau'es. 

■The  public  l)uildiiiL'^s  are  stronu^  and  i.  .miv.  but  not  eleeant.  The  mhaliiiaiits  have  lately  i-rected, 
in  Notre  l.lam,'  street,  at  tie  top  ol  tie'  market,  m-ar  ihe  State  House,  a  moiiuiiieiit  to  l,ord  Nidson's 
memory  It  is  a  stone  pillar,  near  thtily  feet  high,  ornamented  with  naval  emlilems,  and  al  the  top  a 
statue  of  the  Admiral.  ll  is  surrounded  by  a  neat  iron  railint;.  The  barracks  was  Ibrmerly  a  monkisli 
college;  the  O'.nh,  an  Irish  reeiment.  occupy  them  (  >iie  of  the  men  l(dd  me  ihi'y  iiad  lieeii  in  the 
country  eight  or  nine  years,  aii<l  e\pected  soon  to  lie  relieved,  wle'ii  as  many  as  chose  would  bi'  located 
in  rpper  Canada  The  Catholic  diurches  are  ornaineiiteil  with  the  usual  profusion  oi'  ;>ictures,  images 
and  scriptural  subjects  in  staiiieil  elass.  The  bells  ol' these  churches  are  almost  cimstaiuiy  tolling,  nighl 
and  <lay,  t(j  siimnion  tin'  votaries  to  tlieii  numerous  reliiiious  masses  ami  ceremonies.  Tiie  I'higlish 
church  lias  a  line  (jrnaii .  and  lleTc  are  also  several  other  small  Protestant  congn-gations  in  the  i  ily. 
There  are  also  three  nunneries  and  a  Catholic  colleire  or  aciidemy,  w  iiere  students  are  taughi  I'ri'nch  and 
Latin  The  Koman  Catholic  is  the  religiini  established  by  .\ct  of  I'arliament,  but  Protestants  do  not  pay 
tithe  or  church  rates. 

"There  are  two  m.irket  places  and  market  houst's,  and  a  third  laid  out,  all  in  Paul  street,  on  a  line 
with  the  river,  and  at  convenient  distanoes.  Markets  are  held  every  day.  The  shambles  are  well 
supplied  with  meat  at  4d,  or  fid.  sterling  per  pound  ;  Hour,  oOs.  for  I'Jti  pounds.  Vegetables  ari'  very 
dear,  except  potatoes  ;   they  are  Is.  per  bushel.      The  linhitans  (country  i)eople)  bring  quantities  of  live 
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shi'cji,  liiiiihs  1111(1  lowls  to  iiiMrki'l  ,  rii'sJi  salmon,  I'cis,  and  scvi'iiil  sorts  of  rivi'r  lisli,  paificiilnrly  ciit- 
fisli,  art'  loiiimouly  in  ihi'  iiiarkcl,  as  is  niapii'  suj)-ar,  made  l)y  llu'  Canadian  iarmiTs.  Apples  arc  small, 
hut  svvi'i'i.  Tlu'sc,  with  SihiM-iaii  apples,  two  or  thri'i'  sorts  of  almost  lasti'lcss  plums,  a  I'cw  water 
rat'lous.  and  cars  of  yrci'ii  Indian  lorn  for  lioiliug,  comprise  all  the  articles  in  the  market  I  observed 
Worthy  of  uoti'. 

'The  climate  is  warm  in  summer — as  warm,  or  nearly  so,  as  that  of  the  Southern  States  of  the 
Union — and  very  cold  in  the  winter  Not  withstandinu-  this,  the  ihanjjes,  ihouj^h  violent,  seldom  occur. 
The  climate  is  healthy,  and  the  Caiiadians  are  mostly  free  from  complaints,  and  "enerally  live  to  a  tjood 
old  aire.     Nearly  the  same  may  i)e  said  of  Ihc  luiioiiean  settlers. 

"The  country  i)eople  and  common  people  are  a  curious-lookini^  set  of  men,  Tliey  arc  short  in 
stature  ;  (heir  dress  is  trousers  and  mocas.sins.  or  large  boots  of  undressed  leather,  a  Irock  coat  or  jacket, 
and  j^reasy  red  caj)  ;  a  short  pipe  is  always  an  accompaniment,  whether  attending  the  market,  driving  a 
cart,  or  |)Ursuiiig  any  oilier  avocation;  many  of  them  wear  comfortables,  or  yarn  sashes,  rouiul  their 
waists,  in  the  manner  of  the  Indians.  In  their  dress  the  better  sort  of  inhabitants  are  genteel,  and  they 
live  expensively  Thev  have  few  amusements,  except  in  the  winter,  when  all  trade,  or  thought  of  it,  is 
laid  aside,  and  a  round  of  pleasure  ensues  ;  visiting,  tea  and  dinner  parties,  sleighine  (the  sleigh  is  called 
acariolc),  daiiiimi',  and  sometimes  a  i-oncert  or  scenic  represeiitalioii,  present  their  irresistible  attractions, 
(.'urling  matches  are  sometimes  n'ade  There  is  gooil  duck  and  snipe  shooting  in  the  vicinity  of  Mont- 
real, and  plenty  of  deer  some  way  in  the  country  '^onre  of  the  members  of  the  North-west  Company 
have  established  a  convivial  society,  called  the  I, 'aver  Club,  in  which  the  (  alumet,  or  pipe  of  peace,  is 
handed  round,  and  the  Indian  manner.s,  customs  and  language  closely  imitati'd.  The  members  troner- 
ally  stand,  but  visitors  have  the  privilege  of  sitting. 

"  I  saw  several  French-Canadian  marriages,  which,  1  bclii've,  from  some  superstition,  are  always  on 
Monday.  They  have  a  train  of  cibriolets  la  clunisv  sort  of  gig),  aciording  to  the  respectability  or  wealth 
of  the  happy  pair.  On  returninu',  the  bride  rides  lirst,  and,  far  from  appearing  reserved  on  the  occasion, 
she  lalls  out  to  her  acquaintances  in  the  street,  or  waves  her  liandkcrchief  in  passing  them  ;  the  market 
lieople.  whom  they  take  oare  to  pass,  greet  them  with  shouts,  which  the  party  si'cm  to  ( mirt  and  enjoy. 

■'  The  carts  used  here  are  light,  and  the  body  of  the  drays  has  a  fall  Irom  the  shafts,  in  the  manner 
of  our  tumbrils.  The  horses  arc  small  ;  bi'Us  an^  lixed  to  their  harness.  Carts  drawn  by  dogs  are 
common.      I  have  seen  a  tandem  dogcart,  the  doixs  harnessed  and  belled  ihe  same  as  horses. 

"  I'll''  inhabitants  have  sevral  proposed  plans  for  beautifying  the  city,  some  of  whiih  will  no  doubt 
be  adopted,  as  there  is  considerable  riches  and  public  spirit  in  the  inhabitants  The  old  walls  built 
round  the  city  in  the  early  part  of  its  growth,  to  proteit  it  from  the  Indians,  are  removed  ;  other 
imi)rovements  are  making,  and  a  new  street  and  market  at  the  west  end  of  St.  I'aul  street  is  building. 

"The  manner  of  washing  pursued  by  many  of  the  wmnen  is  similar  to  that  pursued  in  the  West 
Indies.  1  every  day  saw  thirty  or  forty  soldiers'  wives  and  other  women  standing  up  to  their  knees  in 
water,  in  dill'erent  parts  ol'  th.'  nver.  washing  and  beating  the  I'lothes  on  large  stones  that  lay  cou- 
voniently  for  that  |iur|)ose  on  thi'  niaririn. 

"  I  several  times  walked  to  a  small  encampment  of  miserable  Indians,  who  had  erected  temporary 
wif^ii-itm^.  about  half  a  mile  west  of  Mmitreal  Thev  were  about  the  size  of  a  pig-stye:  a  man  could  not 
stand  upriirht  in  them  Their  lire  tor  looking  was  made  outside  the  huts.  1  observed  their  victuals 
were  ihc  (itlal  of  the  market.  In  trying  to  converse  with  them  I  was  always  answered:  "  Je  ue  parlez 
Angloise."  I  cannot  converse  in  I'lcncli,  and  consetpienlly  was  foiled  in  my  attempts.  This  occurred 
to  me  several  times  in  asking  questions  of  Canadians,  when  the  same  kind  of  answer  was  given.  I  am 
told  tli'se  Indians  seldom  will  conversi'  wiili  one  unknown  to  them  who  speaks  English,  even  if  they 
iindcist.ind  the  lanuuau'c  :  whereas  one  who  si)eaks  l''rcnch.  to  whom  thi'v  are  most  partial,  is  sure  to 
be  answeri-d  with  the  utmost  civility. 

"The  manners  ul  the  Indians  in  and  aboul  Montreal,  and,  according  to  respectable  testimonies, 
generally  where  tlo'y  have  bci'ti  cornipted  by  ihe  traders,  is  indill'crent  1  saw  nuiny  intoxicated  about 
the  streets. 

"Connected  to  Montreal,  by,  I  believe,  the  only  iiuiii)ike  in  Hritish  America,  is  the  Indian  town  of 
Lachine,  nine  miles  above  the  city  It  contains  about  1,000  Indians,  who  profess  ('atholicism.  The 
nu)st  industrious  naviuate  canoes,  and  make  <  allocs,  mocassins  and  baskets  ;  but  many,  both  men  and 
women,  lead  an  idle  and  dissolute  life. 

"  I  was  sorry  to  see  an  advertisement  posted  up  in  the  streets  ol  Montreal,  that,  '  at  such  a  tavern- 
yard,  a  male  and  female  buH'alo  would  be  baited  by  .seven  of  the  iiercest  buUdoi-s  that  could  be  pro- 
cured, all  to  be  'et  loose  at  once'  The  liuht  took  place,  and  I  heard  from  <j;i:utlfmcH  who  had  witni'ssed 
it  that  the  male  buH'alo  alone  beat  the  seven  dogs  easily.  I  saw  both  the  aninnils  afti'rward,  and 
observed  that  their  ears  had  been  completely  bitten  ort'  in  diflen'nt  encounters.     The  shameless  wretch

1  have  in  my 
possession  a  bill  of  lading  of  goods  by  this  shii),  dated  March  2.">lh,  IHOO  She  b.ouirht  out  supplies  to 
the  North-west  Company,  which  then  carried  on  the  ureat  Indian  trade  from  Montreal  by  canoes,  up 
to  i-ake  Superior,  and  upwards. 

•'The  shij)  remained  moored  at  the  foot  of  Si.  Sulpice  street  ,ill  summer,  till  the  caimes  returned  with 
the  year's  catch  of  furs  and  carried  them  to  I'Jii'iland.  " 

Sue  h  was  Ihe  port  of  Montreal  ou  May  2sth,  ISIS,  What  a  marvel  of  progress  does  it  present 
to-day'  A  canal  of  large  dimensions  coming  in  at  Windmill  I'oint,  and  the  old  licdds  converted  into 
basins,  iilled  with  steamers,  schooners  and  barged,  one  side  fringc^d  with  manufactories,  and  the  other 
by  lofty  warehouses  an<l  platforms  filled  with  iiierihandise.  l''roni  '' I'ointe  I'l  Blomleau.  '  or  (Irey  Nixn 
street,  to  the  barracks,  there  is  a  high  stone  revel  mciit  wall,  sui)|)ortin<j  Commissiom'rs  street,  with 
ranijis  at  convenient  distances  leading  toabmad  wluui  running  rlown  below  the  barracks  and  Dalhousie 
s'lUare,  alonir  which  is  a  I  rack  for  railway  cars,  and  from  which  |)ro|ect  many  piers,  one  connecting 
with  the  island  before  mentioned,  and  olhi'rs  lower  down  extendiu!.;-  further  out  This  wharf  is  in 
|>art  covered  with  temporary  sheds,  and  covered  and  filled  with  merchandise  of  every  description. 
Instead  of  the  half  a  do/en  brigs  id'  ISIK,  with  an  aggreeate  tonnage  ol'  1,200  to  l,."iOO  tons,  discharging 
slowly  with  skids  on  a  rough  beach,  one  of  the'  steamers  of  to-day  will  measure  more  than  the  whole 
put  together. 

The  shoal  (often  in  old  time  nearly  bare)  bcdow  the  fool  of  St.  Sulpice  streei  has  been  dredged  and 
wharved  so  as  ici  accommodate  vessels  drawing  twenty  fc  c'l  of  watc^r  \  (Quebec  steamer,  not 
stumpy,  low  and  Hush  deck,  but  long,  built  on  a  skill'  model,  with  two  stories  of  state  rooms  raised 
.ibove  the  dec  k.  is  al  a  pier  at  the  bottom  of  .lacciues  ('artier  sf|uare,  stretchinir  out  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  old  lirewood  raits,  brcmght  dcnvn  by  farmers  from  ( 'h.iteaueuay  or  nc'iuhbouriiiir  rcirions,  to  be  sold 
III  .lune,  when  they  were  impatient  to  <i-et  home,  for  two  dollars  a  cord.  Directly  l>elow  is  a  Meet  of 
market  boats,  really  eleeant  steamers  of  modern  l)\lild.  that  naviuate  to  nil  i)orls,  down  to  Three  Rivers. 
Mixed  wilh  these  are  a  lleel  of  wood  b.iru-es,  iiee-,'d  on  the  priiic-iple  of  a  ("hinese  junk,  with  a  vc'ry  hie-h 
mast,  and  verv  lonu'  scpiare  sail  yards.  These  bring  up  lirewood,  hay.  e-i-nin.  lumber,  etc.,  from  below, 
a  trade  not  dreamed  of  in  old  times.  i'"urther  down  are  piles  of  boards,  pl.inks  and  other  lumber,  and 
ships  being  loaded  wilh  il  i'or  the  South  .Vtlnilic  or  jic^rhaps  I'acilic.  and  work  is  in  i)rogross  for 
eontinuili'j-  the  wharves  still  Inrlher  lo  ilochelaga. 

Where  stood  tlw  Mansion  House  (in  18ISourgreai  hotel),  a  former  residence  of  Sir  .Tohn  .Tohnson 
and  dwelling  houses  with  small  gardens,  there  is  now  the  Honsecours  martiol.  The  idd  walls  and  sheds 
along  the  front  of  "  I'ointe  a  Calliere"  are  replaced  by  tall  warehouses.  The  Custom  House  ou  the 
"  I'ointe"  replaces  an  old  i)olash  store.  Warehouses  are  built  on  the  old  shipyard,  and  the  Crrey  Nuus 
having  removed  to  their  new  buildings  on  (ruy  streei.  their  buildinijs  have  dis.ippeared.  St.  Peter  street 
being  c  onlinuecl  to  the  harbor  liy  c  utting  directly  throneh  their  old  church" 

It  may  be  interesting  to  trace  this  ureal  chanu-e  in  the  appearance  of  the  harbor,  and  how  it  was 
arrived  al  step  by  step.     As  before  said,  the  lirst  steamer  tci  (Quebec  Ic^ft  Montreal,  November  3rd,  ISO;). 

On  .luly  ITlh.  1H2I,  the  first  sod  was  turned  for  the  construction  of  the  Lachiiie  Canal,  which  was 
opened  in  ls:i."i 

\'c'sse|s  could  nol  al  this  date  ascend  ;he  St,  Mary's  current, and  passengers  and  freights  were  landed 
al  the  Molson  wharf.  Some  ejl'ort  to  overcome  this  obstacle  was  made  by  tow  ili',^-  with  the  hell)  of 
horses  and  c)xen  ;  but,  in  ls2t,  the  first  steamer,  the  "  Hercules,"  asci'uded  the  current,  commanded  by 
Captain  finish,  afterwards  of  the  l']agle  Foundry,  who  died  only  a  year  or  two  ago.  al  a  great  age. 

In  f^..i,  Septeml)er  2t)th,  ai)plicalion  was  made  to  Parliament  asking  for  the  deepening  of  the 
chaiimd  at  Lake  St.  I'eler,  so  that  il  miehl  be  rendered  naviuable  throughout  the  season  for  vessels  of 
■iM  tonsd).

THE    STREETS, 

In  the  I'niteil  Slates  the  towns  are  so  luuch  alike  in  iheir  archilecl  ural  and  general  appearance  aiJ 
to  cease  vcrv  siieedilv  to  have  niiich  iuieresi  for  travellers  hevoiid  ih.it  iiisitired  by  history,  or  by  the 
reniombraiie.e  of  friends  who  reside  in  them.  The  only  prnniineni  I'xceptions  are  New  Orleans  and 
.Boston — far  apart,  it  is  true,  l)ut  suir.u'<'stinu-  reminiscences  of  fiurope.  either  by  Ihe  crooked  pieturesquf- 
iiess  of  their  sireeis,  or,  as  in  New  Orleans,  by  ilie  foreii;-ii  names  and  the  style  of  biiildiii<]f.  But  Mont- 
real combines,  to  lMiroj)ean  eyes  espe.  ially,  all  these  sources  of  interest,  and  has  features  of  its  own 
which  iiive  it  a  character  ijuile  distinct  from  that  of  any  other  \)lace  on  the  American  conlinent  ex<-epl 
(^lebec. 

Il  was  the  boast  of  a  i;real  riili-r  of  iintiipiity  that  lie  found  his  capital  a  eity  of  bri.'k  and  lefl  il  a 
1  iiy  of  niaiblc  In  our  own  day.  lie'  man  who  exercisi'd  the  larifest  deirree  of  personal  jiower  and 
aulhority  (Napoleon  111.)  boa<te  1.  with  n'ason,  of  ihc  vast  impiovemenis  in  I'aris  whii'h  had  been  com- 
pleted iiiidir  his  i-eiii''., .  No  individual  can  claim  ihe  praise  for  the  transformation  vvhicli  we  witness 
in  Montreal  ;  and  yet,  within  the  last  len,  jiftcen,  or  twenty  years,  chane-es  have  taken  place  in  our 
streets  which,  in  proportion  to  Iheir  extent,  have  hardly  been  less  remarkable  or  le.ss  llatterinu;  than 
those  eil'ecied  by  the  ancient  and  modern  (':esars.  When  we  call  to  mind  the  averaffc  apjiearance  of  lh(> 
streets  of  the  old  city  but  a  few  years  a>4-o,  and  look  at  tlie  few  monuments  of  the  parts  which  ari'  still 
slandinn'.  many  in  the  shape  of  private  buildinefs,  some  like  the  old  (rovernmeiil  House  and  part  of  the 
Semiii.iry  as  public  edilices.  we  can  appreciate  ilie  proe'ress  that  has  been  madi'.  and  may  congratulate 
ourselves  on  the  relleciioii  thai  a  IVei'.  si'lf-odvcriied  idiiimunity  is  as  capable  of  great  thoughts  and 
ellective  perforiiiaiici'  as  :ediles  ov  prefecls,  wiiddiiig  the  arbitrary  ruli-  of  an  Imperial  <  rovernmeut. 

•  111  a  lari>e  city."  says  M  Legendre,  '  each  street  has  ils  peculiar  features.  Such  a  street  is  sacred 
•  to  commerce  ;  a  pri\ate  residence  in  il  would  appear  out  of  ])laie.  Such  anothi'r  is  devoted  to  unpre- 
''  leiidine'  dwclliii'js  ;  I  he  iiioihst  Liro.-cry  at  I  he  coriii'r  hi(d<s  conscious  of  beinu'  there  on  suH'eraiice  only. 
■■lleiv  residi'  ihe  w  ell-lo-do.  ihe  successful  merchant;  fiirihe;-,  much  furlhi'r  on.  dwell  the  lowly,  the 
■■  poor.  ' 

There  are  many  famous  streets  in  the  .aiiital  cities  of  the  world;  all  ari'  renowned  for  variou.s 
cliarac|i>rislics  .d'  piclures(|ue  beauty,  arihitectural  "randcur.  or  as  Ihe  sci'Ues  of  important  events  in 
bviJ'one  times.  In  an  ;esthctic  point  of  view,  Si.  .lanu's  slrei'l,  Montreal,  is  vastly  inferior  to  many, 
alihouuh  arcliiti'clurally  il  is  raiiidly  improviiiL;-.  and  in  a  lew  years  will  lie  abli;  to  show  ranges  of 
buildings  e((ual  to  those  of  any  street   in  the  worhl  ;   but.  exce|itiiig  perhaps   Koine  and  London,  it  will 
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^oiuu-niv  illumbcv— '4JUc  J^o'

Any  historii-al  leeord  of  tie-  prourcss  of  Montreal  cannot  moie  littino-ly  .dose  than  in  the  words  ol 
one  of  her  most  estimable  citi/eiis  *  Alihou-h  uttered  m  1859,  they  are  even  nmre  fonilde  and  liUed 
with  proidieiie  wisdom  after  a  lapse  of  thirty  years. 

-'"While  we  view  witli  pride  Ihe  rapid  prooTess  made  duriiio-  the  past  few  years,  we  rcmemlter  that 
appearances  point  lo  a  still  o-reaier  aiivanceinent  in  the  future.  .Montreal  possesses  advantages  whieh 
no  other  Canadian  city  can  boast  of.  In  its  situation,  ;ii  the  conlluciice  of  the  two  rrreatest  rivers,  the  St. 
Lipvreiice  and  Ottawa  :  opposite  the  great  iiatiiial  hiohwav  of  Hudson  and  t'haiiiplain  Valley  ;  at  the 
p'.iiit  where  the  St,  Lawrence  ceases  to  be  navigable  for  oeean  ships,  and  where  that  irreat  river,  for  the 
last  lime  ill  its  course  to  Ihe  sea,  allbrds  a  gigantic  water  power;  at  the  meeting  point  of  the  two  races 
that  divide  Canada,  ami  in  the  centre  of  a  fertile  plain  nearly  as  lariie  as  all  England— in  these  we 
recooni/e  a  s,v„;n-aiit,ce  for  the  future  i-reatness  of  Montreal,  not  ba.sed  on  Ihe  fnul  tenure  of  human  legis- 
hition,  but  ill  the  iinchano-ing  decrees  of  the  Eternal,  as  stumped  on  the  w^orld  lie  has  made. 

■We  know,  from  the  study  of  these  indications,  that  were  Caiiadi;  to  be  again  a  wilderness,  and 
were  a  second  ('artier  again  to  explore  it,  he  miu:hl  wander  over  all  Ihe  gr-at  regions  of  Canada  and  the 
West,  and  returnino-  lo  our  mountain  ridgi\  call  it  again  MofNT  l\«iY,\l,,  and  say  that  to  this  point  the 
wealth  and  irade  of  Canada  musl  turn." 

Having  traced  the  material  growth  of  the  eity  in  its  trade  and  harbor  aceommodation,  it  will  he 
inlerestilio-  to  note  some  ntber  elements  of  progress. 

'fhe  llaiik  of  Mniitreal  issued  its  lirst  note  Octolier  Lst,  1817,  and  the  Savings  Hank  was  opened 
September  Hlh,  I8l'.i.

He  must  he  loipersani  with  his  customers'  linaiiiial  staiuline'  and  methods  .if  dniue  husiness 
to  an  exieiii  w'lii.h  wou'  1  he  imjiossilile  iii  New  York  or  London  lie  is  called  upon  lo  make  loans  or 
permit  o\  erdralis  upmi  coll,;teral  wlii.  h  h.'  is  well  awar.'  would  pnwe  laiuenlalily  insulli.ient  were  any 
alleiiiiit  at  realization  lo  he  made  ;  and  in  some  cases  he  is  called  upon  lo  advance  sums  simply  upon  ihe

This  spirit  seems  to 
liaM'  I  oiiie  over  thiiii  of  late  years,  lor  inily  a  l''W  yars  ago  the  street  had  a  large  spei'ulalive  followin"' 
thai  rushi'd  in  lo  buy  .just  when  tie'  niarkel  vvas  ri'aching  the  culminating  pidiit,  and  then  held  on  until 
ilieir  niareins  were  e.xhausied,  Thos'-  halcyon  days  are  now  long  past,  and  the  speculator  nowadays 
takes  a  "  llyei'  "  in  oil  or  pork  or  wheat,  ami  leaves  local  stocks  sevi'rely  alone.  Who  is  responsible  for 
this  ionditioii  of  allaiis  il  seems  ditlicult  lo  tell  Some  blame  the  bucket  shops  for  first  luring  away  the 
speculalive  community  to  gamble  in  produce  instead  of  sto.ks  ;  but  now  that  the  bucket  shops  have 
l)ractically  died  out  in  this  city,  the  sp.culalors  do  not  seem  inclined  in  the  least  to  return  to  their  old 
lo\  e.  'I'liey  conlinie'  to  put  up  their  margins  on  produce  or  oil  in  Chicago  or  New  York,  and  do  not 
appear  inclined  to  invest  any  inoiie\  in  speculation  in  local  slocks,  no  matter  how  secure  the  "  jiointer  " 
may  seem  to  be 

The  fact  is  th.'  slock  maiki'l  has  be.'ii  too  severely  "milked"  in  the  past.  Mysterious  information 
used  to  leak  out  from  |>residenls  and  managers  of  excidlent  biisijiess  and  increa-sed  dividtuids  shortly  to 
be  deilared.  Up  would  go  the  sloi  k  The  Itrokers  would  'boom''  th.'  prii'e,  and  the  public  would  rush 
to  get  in  on  the  ground  lloor.  After  the  interested  parties  had  .s<dd  out  all  their  holdiutrs  gloomier 
anticipations  would  be  indulged  in.  It  would  be  whisjx'red  tliat  things  were  not  so  promising.  The 
brokers  would  commence  to  hammer  the  stock,  and  prices  would  fall  The  public  who  had  got  in  ou 
the  ground  lloor  found  that  there  was  a  basemeut  beneath,  and  would  hasten  to  get  out  before  the 
bottom  fell  out  of  the  market.  The  interested  cli(]ue  would  buy  in  again,  and  a  few  months  later  the 
milking  process  would  begin  again.

Any  mention  of  Montreal's  jjjnx'ery  interests  without  a  few  remarks  on  the  si'reat  susrar  industries 
located  in  our  midst  would  l)e  incomplete  Montreal  is  a  sUK'ar  relininir  centre,  and  monopolizes  most  of 
the  trade  in  snuar  of  the  Dominion.  Her  two  uiaiit  relineries,  the  St.  Lawrence  Sugar  Refiuerv  aud  the 
Canada  Suirar  Ivelinery,  ijfive  employment  to  more  than  a  thousand  workmen,  and  turn  out  millions  of 
pounds  of  suirar  annually  of  a  (|uality  fully  et|ual  to  the  best  Scotch.  Here  ai^ain  we  must  apjx-al  to  the 
irrefulaltle  evideuee  of  lieures  in  order  to  irive  our  reailers  a  trui'  idea  of  the  imporlain'e  of  the  suirar 
industry  in  Canada.

TRANSPORTATION. 

A  irreat  distributing  cntre  like  Montreal,  liandliiii;-  the  trade  of  :'i,:i30,l(i2  square  miles  of  territory, 
eould  not  exist  without  the  amplest  transportation  facilities.  In  order  to  fullil  her  destiny  as  the  oom- 
iiieri  iai  metropolis  of  this  lircat  and  lonstanlly  growing  Dominion,  it  Wiis  necessary  not  oiilv  that  she 
should  be  supplied  with  an  ade(iuate  sui>i>ly  of  ocean  i  arriers.  Iml  ,ilso  that  the  country  seeking  its 
marine  outlet  at  her  port  shmild  be  i  ii\ere.|  with  a  iietwoik  of  lailways  and  <anals  to  enable  the  fanner 
to  market  his  cereals  al  a  minimum  of  c(.si  .\|i  this  in  the  uradnal  frnilion  of  time  she  has  obtain. 'd, 
;ind  now  there  eeiitre  in  this  eity  \-2yr2H  miles  of  railway,  earryiiie-  12,1;")  l,lt)ri  piussentfers  and  I7,'.t28,t;2(j 
tons  of  freight  per  annum.  These  railways  expend  !s.l|.0:!H,0(iO  in  working  expenses  within  her  borders, 
and  last  year  receivc'd  sul)sidies  to  the  extent  "f  ?i::,:!4(i,0i»i)  from  the  (iovernment.  To  receive  and 
transport  the  vast  <|iiantitv  of  freight  brought  down  by  the  two  en'al  railway  systi'ins  and  the  inland 
waterways,  rc(|uired  last  year  the  services  of  :||1  vessels,  regisleriim  ."i21t,o;!8  tons,  and  carrying  crews 
to  the  extent  ol  14. Im^  men.  flie.se  liguivs  will  giv.'  some  faint  idea  of  the  enormous  volume  of  freight 
handled  at  this  |iort  ;  but  in  .,rder  ti>  estimate  its  roni])oneni  parts  it  is  necessary  to  first  consider  its 
laeilities  for  inland  transport,  and  next  the  number  and  iiualily  ol  its  ocean  carriers. 

h'.AllAVAVS  AND  CANAI,S 

The  i.ort  of  Montreal  is  served  by  I  wo  srreal  trunk  lines,  or  systems,  which  each  controls  some  hun- 
dreds of  smaller  braiieh  roa.ls  and  feeders.  Hi.eh  possesses  a  magnilieent  depot  and  ample  terminal 
facilities  within  the  rily  projicr  ;  the  main  fieie-ht  yards  of  the  (i^raiid  Trunk  h'ailway  being  at  Toint  St. 
Charles,  and  those  of  the  Canadian  I'aeilie  K'ailroad  at  llochehiea  ;  while  both  hav.'  e(]ual  access  to  the 
wharf  front. 

The  C.raiid  Trunk  Hallway  is  the  pioneer  road  of  Canada  ;  and  althoue-h  the  policy  of  rapid  exten- 
sion and  lavish  exiienditiire  which  has  c  haraeterized  its  youni;-  and  powerful  rival  has  withdrawn  poj)ular 
attention  from  its  steady  progress,  its  olli,  ials  are  by  no  means  the  ones  to  permit  the  grass  to  grow  upon

If  we  exe.'pt  N.'W  York,  there  is  no  ,  ity  npon  the  AmiTiean  eontineiit  that  enjoys  such  a  maguifi- 
eent  ocean  servi.e  as  does  Montreal.  I'ive  powerful  lines  of  ivL-iilar  steamers  ply  between  this  port  and 
Europe,  and  durinu- the  seas<.n  of  naviiralion  the  wharves  are  erowded  with  steamers  and  sailinsr  ves- 
sels i'lom  .'Very  eountrv  possessinu;  an  oeean-jjoinir  marine.  Day  and  night  the  busy  hum  of  work  iroes 
on.  and  the  whir  of  steam  winehes.  th.'  hoarse  shouts  of  the  stevedor.'s  and  lonushoremeii.  and  the 
rattle  of  long-  trains  of  freight  ears  never  eras.'  The  <rlitlering  line  of  .deetrie  lights  that  marks  out  the 
harhor  renders  disrhar-iiiii'  and  loadiiiii'  p.tssihle  e.t  any  hour ;  and  as  the  deepening  of  the  ship  .hannel 
allows  .'Ven  the  largest  oeean  leviathans  to  tak.>  on  hoard  their  entire  cargo  here,  that  portion  formerly 
liiihtcred  to  (Juchec  is  now  taken  on  hoard  at  Montreal.  In  the  daytime  the  harhor  is  gay  with  bunting 
and  with  ih.'  brightlv  colored  funnels  of  the  naular  line  steamships,  and  at  iiiuht  the  brilliantly  lit  up 
levial  hails  make  a  most  altra.live  picture.  It  is  the  harbor  that  forms  one  of  the  principal  attractions  of 
Montreal  to  visiting  tourists,  and  iu  the  excursion  season  the  revetment  wall  is  crowded  with  interested 
siiihtseers  But  these  are  only  attracted  by  the  pictur«'s(iueiiess  and  novelty  of  the  scene ;  only  rarely 
do  they  reali/c  that  they  are  gazing  on  the  caiiseof  Moniieal's  prosperity,  orthat  the  export  tratlic  of  this 
great  Dominion  i>  sickiug  its  natural  outlet  under  ihi'ir  eyes. 

I'riiicipal  aiiionti-  the  crowd  of  vessids  seeking  caru'oes  at  this  port  come  tliP  steamships  belonging  to 
the  reiiular  lines,  such  as  the  Allan,  the  Dominion,  the  Beayev,  ih,.  Donaldson,  the  IJoss,  the  Thomson 
the  lUa.'k  Diamond,  the  Ilaiisa  :iud  the  I'.ossiere  lines,  which  control,  all  told,  a  Heel  of  80  oeean  steam- 
ships.

Underthe.se  cir.  umstaiices  Montreal  has  proved  an  excep- 
tionally fruitful  lield  for  life  insurance  companies,  and  from  the  n-ijrantic  .-Vmerican  corporation.-,  h.  the 
sinalli'st  Canadian  company,  all  are  <loiim-  a  i>rosperou-  and  iiicieasini;-  husiness  amono'  our  citizens. 

.At  present  there  ai'e  twelve  Canadian,  sixteen  British  and  fourteen  American  companies  doinu-

ACCIDENT   INSURANCE.

The  bii^y  whir  of  machinery  that  testilies  to  the  magnitude  of  our  industrial  interests  inevitably  brings 
ill  its  train  exjiosnre  to  accident,  whether  irom  non-preventable  lauses  or  from  the  neglig-eiice  of  work- 
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men.  Then  aRiiin  (hi-  I'linnnims  roinmoicinl  intovcsis  ol'  this  city  roquirc  Ihc  service  of  a  small  army  of 
druininers,  who  are  cunslantly  on  ihe  wini?,  ami  therefore  I'xposecl  constantly  to  the  dangers  inseparable 
from  railroad  travel.  The  sln^els,  hnsy  with  tlie  nevi'r-ceasintr  trallic,  are  full  <>!'  peril  to  the  careless 
pedestrian.  .And  then  there  an'  the  constant  jjctty  accidents  that  arise  from  trivial  incidents  of  every- 
day life,  which  no  amount  of  lare  can  possibly  obviate.  All  these  elements  of  exposure  to  injury  by 
accidi'iil  ri'(|uirc  to  be  |)rovided  for.  and  in  these  <lavs  when  lime  is  literally  money,  an<l  when  enforced 
idleness  may  mean  the  inlliclion  of  privation  u|H)n  innocent  womi'n  and  children,  it  would  be  criminal 
in  any  breadwinner  did  he  not  avail  himsell'  ot  the  magnilicent  opportunity  olh>red  him  to  secure  him- 
self affainsl  the  many  mishajjs  to  which  every  man  is  liable.  Montreal  'hen  ali'ords  a  line  Held  for  thi- 
operations  of  nn  ac  c  idoit  insurance  company,  and  we  lind  nine  companies  occupying  it  already,  who 
paid  last  year  the  sum  of  .S14>^,:!i)0  in  losses,  and  have  a  total  of  ^^4:!, 735, 7-"'  now  in  force.

Surety  companies  are  becoming  daily  more  jjopular  in  commercial  i  ircles  as  a  preventative  against 
fraud  (M' embez/ lenient,  ]']xperiein-c  lias  shown  that  when  friends  or  relativi's  become  bondsmen  fcr 
l)ersous  who  afterwards  default  a  settlement  is  i).'rf(>rce  cifcied  by  whi<'h  the  culprit  I'scapes  the  full 
lieiialty  of  tlf  i;rime.  liul  when  a  surely  company  is  on  the  Ixnid  retribution  is  ciTtain,  They  make  a 
point  ol  liuniing  the  olfender  down,  ami  ol  I'oicing  him  to  stand  his  trial  and  serve  out  the  sentence 
imposed  by  the  lourl.  .\s  a  c(mse(|uence  men  whose  honesty  is  insure<l  by  liu'se  companies  have  the 
sironii-est  motives  lor  remaininu- in  ihe  paths  of  rectitude.  At  i)resent  there  are  three  lompanies  oper- 
atinu  m  this  (  ity,  willi  an  augregute  sum  ol  *I0, 721,1110  at  risk. 

MARINE  LNSUKANCE. 

One  of  Ihe  earliest  applications  of  I  lie  principles  of  instiraii.  e  to  commercial  ends  was  that  of 
insuring  against  the  perils  and  dangi-rs  of  the  sea.  The  nithless  oican  was  regarded  with  peculiar  awe 
by  the  mi'n'haiits  of  earlier  days,  for  their  snudl  ships  and  irude  nautical  instruments  rciulered  losses  by 
shipwreck  far  more  frc(|uent  than  they  ari'  in  thi'se  days  of  huge  steel  steamshiiis  and  oci'an  hin-hwavs- 
In  the  old  days  when  voyages  occupied  years  and  seamen  were  jnourned  as  dead  by  their  relatives, 
nnirine  insuramc  was  lirst  invented  (at  (leiuia,  it  is  said),  and  its  si)eiulative  character  and  real  value 
soon  rendered  it  popular  Sin<'e  then  thi-  iiami'  of  Lloyd's  has  become  famous  the  whole  world  over. 
New  underwriters  daily  enter  Ihi'  held  of  marine  insurance,  and  we  may  venture  to  say  that  from  the 
lolly  oce.iii  liner  to  the  humbK'si  mud-barge,  there  is  iiardly  a  vessel  alloat  whose  owners  do  not  avail 
themselves  of  the  advantages  of  insurance, 

Like  all  <ities  forming  the  ti'rmiiialion  of  an  ocean  hiu'hway,  Mr)ntreal  does  largely  in  mariiu^ 
insurance,  both  oieaii  and  inland.  During  !><>*'••  the  ( mnpanies  doini;-  business  in  this  citv  report  the 
gross  amount  of  i)olicies,  new  and  renewed,  as  5;4ii,-Jeil,2:iti  for  ocean  business  and  ^80,641.481  for  inland 
risks.  This  gives  us  a  grand  total  of  §l2t),8'.tl,707 — a  sum  that  jioints  out  (he  maanitucb'  of  Montreal's 
maritime  interests  in  a  most  convincing  nnmner. 


FLOUR     AND     GRAIfl. 


As  ihe  principal  port  of  so  laruie  a  urain  exporting  country  as  Cainida,  the  movement  of  grain  in 
Montreal  attains  colossal  projiortions  The  teemiiiLr  p'airies  of  the  North-west,  the  thriving  farms  of 
Ontario,  and  ihe  broad  acres  of  Dakota  and  Minnesota  all  unite  to  pour  their  wealth  of  wheat  through 
Montreal  on  its  road  lo  iis  eventual  market  in  liurope.  The  stream  of  loaded  cars  pouriuff  along  the 
wharf  front,  or  siaiidinif  in  lonsr  trains  under  the  gigantic  elevators  ;  the  lloating  elevators  steaming 
aboni  Ihe  harbor,  or  moored  alongside  liiiue  oci'an  steamships  transferring  their  golden  cargo  to  the 
gaping  holds  ;  the  bagging  barges  with  their  crowds  of  busy  baggers,  and  tlu^  endless  processions  of 
heavily  laden  lorries  with  their  loads  of  bagired  grain,  all  testify  to  the  importance  of  this  city  as  the 
uriatest  urain  nifrr/m/  of  Canada  ;  while  ii  is  only  necessary  to  see  the  huge  mills  lowering  into  the  air 
on  the  lanal  bank  h>  realize  on  how  large  a  scale  the  Hour  industry  is  prosecuted  in  this  city.

The  plans  for  the  impKiveiii.nt  and  extension  of  the  harbor  and  for  iht^  prevention  of  tloods  have 
been  earefully  diseus.sed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the  Corn  lixehauufe.  The  plan  ultimately  accepted 
by  these  bodies  was  handed  to  tin-  Harbor  Commissioners,  and,  with  some  sliirht  moditicatious,  adopted 
and  submitted  to  the  Crovernmeiit  for  its  a|)|>roval.  Should  it  receive  the  sanction  of  the  Government 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  means  I'lay  bi- louuil  whereby  the  civic  and  harbor  authoritie.s  may  be  enabled, 
conjointly,  to  enter  on  this  important  work  without  delay. 


LEATHER,  BOOTS  AND  SHOES  AND  RUBBERS. 


The  Provinci'  of  (^»uebec  is  the  lariresi  hathi-r  manufacturing  secti(>n  of  this  country.  Owiuc  to  its 
uatuial  advantasjes,— its  wealth  of  h'-inlock  bark,  its  abundant  water  power  and  its  cheap  labor, — it  is 
exceptionally  suited  to  the  tannine'  irad^-.  and  as  a  conseiiueiK'e  we  iind  that  the  production  of  leather  is 
one  of  till' staple  indust ries  ol  th''  jiroviU' e.  anil  that  there  are  now  l')0  tanneries  in  oi)eration,  turning 
out  some  millions  of  sides  of  black  and  sole  leather  every  year  For  this  leather  Montreal  is  the  largest 
customer,  although  of  late  the  iiiy  of  i^u>'be.-  has  commenced  to  run  this  city  close. 

lluring  the  i)ast  year  tiie  l.-ather  trade  wa.-  depressed.  Stocks  accumulated  iu  jobbers'  hands,  and 
ai  one  time  leather  was  fairly  a  drug  in  the  market  ( )f  late,  llo\^'ever.  a  marked  <'hanee  has  come  over 
the  leather  Iratle.  The  luited  Stales  slock  became  gradually  reduced,  until  a  lirisk  demand  for  hides 
set  in,  and  American  buyers  bewail  toi-ross  into  Canada  and  iaki>  up  hides  wherever  they  could  tiud  them 
in  order  to  lill  orders.  Eimland.  liiidinebut  little  stock  in  United  States  markets,  turned  her  attention  to 
Canada,  and  not  only  purchased  >ome  very  heavy  lots,  hut  accepts  readily  at  u'ood  prices  any  shipments 
sent  to  her.  This  ha.--  had  the  elfect  of  relii-vinir  our  marki't  of  any  surplus  stock,  and,  as  a  natural 
restill.  of  siilleniMg  prii-es.  Shoe  inaniila Hirers  are 'j-lad  to  make  loiilracts  ahead  to-day  at  prices  they 
would  have  laughed  at  two  months  atro.  and  it  i-  eviilent  that  prices  must  yo  up  still  further  if  tanners 
are  to  make  any  proiil  AVitli  liidc>  at  their  present  figure  tanners  launot  afford  to  replenish  their  stocks 
unless  they  eel  more  for  ilio'-  !'-alher.  and  therefore,  unless  some  very  unforeseen  (liauge  should  take 
place  in  the  outlook,  it  sec-ms  c  c-rtain  that  we  shall  have  to  rt'c-ord  higher  prices  for  leather  before  long. 
Jiut  it  is  not  alone  from  Quebec  that  our  shoe  manufactories  derive  their  supplies  of  leather.  During 
the  past  year  Canada  imported  l.'.M;tJ.23l  pounds  of  leather,  sorted  as  under  : —

Of  this  total,  the  major  part  c-aiiic-  to  Montreal's  shoe  factories. 

The  capacity  of  Montreal's  boot  and  shoe  factories  may  be  estimated  from  the  fact  that  they  turn 
out  about  22,500,000  pairs  during  the  year,  and  that  they  employ  between  ;i, 000  and  4,000  hands.  In  fact 
Montreal  makes  three-fifths  of  the  boots  and  shoes  used  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  Such  factories  as  those 
of  Cochrane,  Cassils  &  Co.,  Ames,  Holden  &  Co.,  James  Linton  &  Co.,  J.  McCready  &  Co.,  Geo.

To  salisl'y  t  his  iiirious  whim,  planters  have  lieeii  ealherine-  their  ert)ps  he  fore  ■  they  were  rijie  in  order 
to  secure  the  coveled  lii;ht  color:  liiil  till rortiinalidy  they  soon  found  that  the  unripe  leal  was  lackint;-  in 
essential  oil,  and  as  a  <  onseiniiiiee  was  waiitint;'  in  glosH  and  llexihility  as  well  as  in  aroma.  Instead  ol 
improving'  with  time,  ii  simply  ilecayed  ;  so  that  thousands  of  dollars  worth  had  to  he  desiroyed. 
Tauiihl  hy  ilus  lesson,  they  now  allow  the  i  rop  to  fully  ripen,  and  are  tryinii;  uradually  to  educate  their 
iiistomers  into  taking  a  dark  wrapper 

What  lirst  utarted  this  demand  for  light-colored  cigar.s  it  seems  dillicult  to  say.  It  ai)pcars  to  have 
had  its  hirih  in  the  same  period  of  fashiomihle  eli'eininacy  which  hrougl'l  I  he  cigarette  inio  suih  pro- 
minence Men  thouuhi  it  fashioiiahli'  to  smoke  mild  cigars,  and  as  the  majority  of  the  punliasing  pub- 
lic choose  a  cin'ar  hy  the  eye  ami  nol  by  the  llavor,  no  matti'r  how  knowingly  they  may  pinch  and 
smell  it.  they  jumi)ed  lo  the  conclusion  that  a  ciLjar  in  a  light  wrapper  was  necessarily  a  mild  one,  and 
punhased  It  wlthoui  knowliiu' that  the  color  of  tlie  wrapper  is  no  <riterion  of  tluM'Iiaracter  of  the  filling. 
.At  the  saiiii'  time  they  may  be  heard  to  loiriilain  of  the  inf.'rior,  crude,  earthy  llavor  of  the  ciaar  they 
I  hosi'  simply  from  its  light  color,  when  those  very  defei  ts  arise  from  their  attempt  to  jilease  their  eye  at 
the  expense  of  their  palate. 

Ill  choosiiij"-  a  cigar  lake  one  widl  rolled  and  with  a  bright,  glossy  wrapper  of  the  natural  color. 
There  are  do/eiis  of  good  brands  on  the  market,  both  of  domestic  and  foreign  make,  and  the  visitor  who 
cannot  uct  suited  with  a  good  cigar  in  Montreal  must  iudei'd  be  hard  to  please.

Of  course,  all  this  rerlouiids  very  much  to  the  profit  of  ihi'  hat  and  fur  trad<'.  The  avi'ratrc  yoniig 
man  eaiiliot  htiy  a  iSi:!  felt  hat  and  wear  !l  year  in  and  year  out  until  al  last  il  heromrs  so  rusty  that  he  In 
ashamed  ol  it.  He  must  hav  a  liiiht  fell  or  straw  for  summer,  a  lilaek  iell  or  silk  hat  for  lall  wear,  and 
a  hand.some  fur  cap.  if  not  collar  and  cutis  also,  for  the  winter,  ('onsi'cjucnlly  the  youiiir  man  is  a 
l)e)ter  custonicr  to  his  halter  in  this  cily  than  anywhere  else,  and  th.il  obliuilii;'  individual  prospers 
aciordinuly. 

Montreal  is.  (d  course,  one  of  the  irrcale-i  fur  emporiums  of  this  innlinei.i.  The  products  of  the 
enormous  fiir-producinij  reirions  of  thedreal  Lone  Land  pour  into  her  market,  and  yet  so  i^reat  is  the 
ilemaiid  lor  furs  that,  in  addition  to  the  home  production,  the  inipoitation  of  liirs  into  this  I'ountry  last 
year  was  valued  al  sT.tT, •'>:!-.  If  i.sthe  same  way  willi  hat-.  Hals,  both  fell  and  siriiw,  are  very  lars^ely 
maiiut'actured  in  this  city.  The  hiii  and  ia|>  makiiiu'  iiidusiry  counts  its  capital  by  millions  and  nnmbers 
its  emiiloyees  by  the  thousand,  and  yet  last  year  w  imporle<l  s  |,-_'74, 10:.' worth  of  hats  from  foreiuru 
countries  in  addition  to  the  supply  maimfaclurcd  in  Canada — a  siunilieaut  testimony  to  the  mairnitude 
of  thi'  trade. 

In  this  city  the  number  (d'  lirnis  ene-a.iii'ii  in  the  hat,  caj)  and  fur  ir'ide  is  both  large  and  represen 
tati\f.  They  number  anioiig  their  ranks  s(,nie  of  Montreal's  most  |)romiiient  citizens,  and  they  include 
a  number  of  solid  and  i)rosper<ms  linns  who  have  done  much  to  make  Montri'al  the  commercial 
meiropcdis  she  now  is.  Neither  in  activity  nor  in  cnier|irise  do  they  yield  to  their  t)rethreii  in  other 
br.inclu's  ol  trade.  Their  t raveller.s  cnver  the  entile  llomiiiion  from  the  .Atlantic  ti.  the  I'acilic,  mid  the 
volume  of  their  yearly  sales  mounts  up  into  millions  of  ibdlars

l''or  i>'nttirie>  buck  beer  has  been  ilo>  bever.iLi'e  of  the  Mriloii  l"roin  the  earliest  historical  d:iys 
ilow  n  to  the  |iri'senl  lime  the  hislorv.  the  siruee-les  and  victorii's  (d'  I'^nirland  have  been  indissolubly 
bound  u)i  w  illi  beer  lieer  nourished  our  .\iiulo-Saxoii  I'nrcfalhcr^  when  they  lirst  con((uered  Britain. 
It  was  the  horn  (d'  beer  presented  lo  the  hai)less  Norliuern  by  the  peerless  Kowena  that  ixny  llenurisi 
and  llorsa  their  lirst  i'ootine  on  LiiL'^lish  soil  and  that  laid  the  loundatioii  of  the  Heptarchy.  The  use  of 
beer  receivi'd  a  sliLihl  check  al  llie  liine  of  ilii'  NiMiiiau  ( 'oM(|uesi.  when  the  n(d)les  followed  the  French 
custom  for  a  while,  and  drank  wine  alone  Hut  the  hold  (d  the  national  beveraufe  w'as  too  strong  upon 
the   Ivnglisliman    for  it   lo  be  ousIimI    from    his  home,  and  the  archers  (d'  Cressy.  ALHiicourt  and  Poictiers 

were  noiiri--hed   upon   I r.      As  vears  rolled  on  licer  cunlinucd  ici  ^lrenL'■lh 'ii  lis  h(dd   upon  the  Entrlish 

people  In  the  time  ol  the  Tudors  lea  Was  unknown:  (Juccn  llll/aliclh  drank  a  tankard  of  ale  at  her 
bivakfasl  :  and  the  sturdy  yeom.in  who  lolloped  ihe  fortunes  of  S\diiey,  Krakeor  Ix'aleiirh  would  havi' 
as  soon  thouirht  of  goiiit;-  without  his  dinner  as  without  his  tankard  <d'  nut-brown  ale.     Even  under  the 

('omnionweiilth  the  most  riirid  of  rurilaiis  loidicd  kindly  upon  I r,  and  the  l.Miher  blai'k-jack  stood  on 

the  table  of  the  divine  as  well  as  oi,  the  sideboard  of  the  scpiire  ;  while  Cronnvell  himself  did  not  dis- 
dain to  reirnlale  the  aniounl  served  out  to  his  formidable  Ironsides  In  the  lime  of  the  (leor<res  it  was 
to  British  bi'ef  and  beer  that  the  scries  of  victories  over  the  I'rench  were  popularly  ascribed,  mid  from 
that  day  to  this,  in  spile  of  the  elbirts  ol  cranks  and  cold-water  fanaiics,  the  JMiglishmiui  has  (dune  to 
his  beer  with  that  sturdy  faitliluliiess  and  stubborn  aU'ectioii  wliii  h  has  made  him  the  most  valuable  of 
I'rieiids  and  the  most  danii'erous  of  enemies.

In  the  more  civilized  .-oni- 
iuuniti,'s  it  has  b.  ,-ii  ,nrb.'d  by  ih.'  di,  tat.'s  of  i-ommoii  s.',ise,  unlil  few  men  nowadays  .-are  to  wear 
nui.-h  jewellerv  upoii  their  jK-rsous  ;  vvhil.'  in  the  savage  it  runs  into  the  most  rampant  excels     But  even 
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111  rivilizcd  i:iiiii,;iml  .still  more  in  >ivili/.i'<l  wdinaii,  ii  i>  ;i  vi'iy  i'\  idriil  liiiliii!;-,  :iiul  uldiini-jli  llic  iivt'mge 
biisiiii'ss  luiin  is  Ibncd  by  pnl)lii-  opinion  to  rfstriit  liis  niiimin'iits  to  lii8  watch  and  chain,  a  riii^-  or  two, 
and  perhaps  a  s(  art'  pin,  he  makes  n|>  fur  his  alistiiiciii-c  hy  payiiii;'  as  liiirh  a  price  for  what  fashion  will 
perinii  liim  1(1  Wear  as  ihe  h'nf.'th  of  his  purse  will  admit,  and  thus  he  liedecks  IiIh  perHon  wilh  live 
limes  the  valne  «{'  the  varied  ornami'iits  of  his  savaire  hrother. 

.lewcllery — tliil  is,  irood  jewelhrv — is  iilways  a  I'avorite  investment  with  business  men.  A  man 
liuys  a  iToud  wall  h  or  a  diaiiKiinl  riiii,'  h.-ausf  he  knows  it  will  always  ivi)resi'nt  a  certain  amount  of 
cash  should  there  come  :i  time  whcii  he  shcr.id  need  it.  I'or  the  same  reason  the  prudent  man  always 
presents  his  wife  wit ii  jewellery,  because  it  rei^resents  so  much  tani-'ible  propi'rty  in  a  form  whiidi  is 
always  available,  and  yet  in  which  he  launot  wa.ste  it  nr  make  use  iif  il  uniil  the  time  of  uecessity  is 
actually  njion  him.  This  is  the  custom  in  h-^-.  livili/ed  countries  than  our  own.  The  Albanian  or 
Monieiiejxrin  sews  his  fortune  in  golden  .sequins  on  his  wife's  headdri'ss  and  the  Hindoo  mtdts  his  into 
baiiffles  to  phice  iirouiul  her  ankles.  In  faih  cnse  the  woman  ibrms  a  iteripatelic  saving's  liank  whose 
cashier  ne\-er  defaults  and  whose  funds  -.tv  .ilwav.s  availal.de  when  called  upon. 

In  Montreal  the  jewellery  tra<le  i~  n  llourisliiiiL''  one.  Classes  that  in  the  older  countrii's  never  think 
(pf  wenriiie-  Jewellery  are  amouL'  the  ino!»t  profitable  ol  their  patrons  The  stendy  prosrress  of  invention 
has  placed  jewellery  within  the  reach  of  all;  and  although  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  precious  metals 
prevents  the  price  of  liooil  jewellerv  falliuL'  to  within  the  reach  of  the  jioorer  idasses,  the  workinj^man 
who  does  not  wear  a  watch,  and  the  wife  or  dauirhtei  who  has  neither  brooch,  I'arrinus  ilor  rinses,  is  the 
exception  and  not  the  rule.  A  walk  alons.'  anvof  the  liailiiiir  thorouirhfares  will  show  dozens  of  jewel- 
lers' shops  brilliant  with  trems  and  vejlow  with  i;old,  and  ihc  costly  nature  of  mu<h  of  the  <roods  dis- 
played testilies  to  the  existence  of  il  chiss  of  customers  who  not  only  appreci:\te  a  handsome  piece  of 
jewellery  wlieii  they  see  It,  but  are  perfectly  v.illiu!-'  to  piiy  for  it.

In  spite  o|'  the  fact  that  the 
importations  ol'  electro-plate  into  ihi.«  proviii.  ••  aiiiiainted  to  s;.V.i,23(i  durinif  l><8it,  u  very  considerable 
i|Uautity  of  silvcr-platinir  is  done  here.  .-specinUv  in  such  lines  as  door  plates,  carriage  irons  and  other 
kindred  lines;  and  most  of  the  silv..r-pliiiin<_'  establishments  run  suinmer  and  winter  on  full  time. 
()wina'  to  the  changeable  nature  of  our  .  liniat--  metals  siibjei  t  to  oxidation  readily  decay.  Hence  they 
re(|uii'e  to  be  i)rotected  from  the  w.-ather  a.s  well  as  ornamented  by  a  covering  of  a  non-oxidizing  metal, 
sue  h  as  silver  or  niikel. 


DRUGS     AND     CHEMICALS. 


4"he  casual  visitor,  notini;-  the  number  of  druirirists'  shops  mi  ihe  ])rincipal  streets  of  this  city,  and 
the  (|uaiitity  of  customers  Hocking  in  and  out  of  them.  wouKl  ii,itui:illy  conic  to  thi>  conclusion  that 
Monlicid  was  all  unhealthy  city,  and  lliat  all  the.-.e  purchasers  were  in  there  for  the  i)urpose  of  getting 
nicdiiines  or  drugs.  A  little  closer  iiispe.  tion.  howevi-r.  wi>uld  soon  convince  him  of  his  error,  and  if  he 
once  sti'ppi'd  into  the  bright,  attractive  >iore  he  would  liiid  plciitv  of  artii  les  to  purchase  without  any 
necessity  to  buy  medicine.  Montreal's  <  hemists'  shops  are  marvels  of  brilliaiiiy  and  beauty.  In  fact 
nearly  everv  oilier  kind  of  store  must  yield  in  attractiveness  of  appciirance  to  that  of  a  lirst-i  lass  chemist. 
From  the  handsoiiiely-pbiled  soda  fountains  to  the  attractively-labelled  bottles  everything  glitters  vv'ith 
metal  and  polish,  and  when  lookiiiL'  into  the  i-rystal  show  cases,  lilh'd  wilh  pretty  toilet  articles,  one 
forjicts  that  raiieed  upon  the  shelvc>,  in  those  handsornelv  cut  and  labelled  bottles,  are  innocent-lookiug 
white  powders  that  arc  calculated  to  tie  a  human  beinir  into  a  double  knot,  and  that  Ihe  same  courteous 
licntleman  who  sells  you  a  bottle  of  delicious  scent  also  dispenses  rhubarb  and  castor  oil. 

In  the  wholesale  drug  trade  we  hud  two  distinct  cdasses  oi  men  hauls — those  who  deal  in  heavy 
chemicals  and  dye-stuffs  only,  and  those  who  deal  in  druirs  as  well,  and  are  also  manufacturini.;'  chemists. 
The  former  handle  blea(4iin<r  powder,  blue  vitricd,  brimstone,  caustic  soda,  soda  ash  and  bicarbonate  aud 
sal  soda,  as  well  as  dyc-stull's.  such  as  ar'hil.  cutch.  logwood,  indigo,  gainbier,  madder  and  sumac.  In 
fact  they  are  importers  only.  The  se<-oud  <-la»!  deal  in  every  variety  of  chemical  and  chemists'  sundries, 
and  have  usually  large  laboratories  whence  they  draw  their  supplies.  ()f  <'ourse  the  crude  material  is 
iini)orted  in  most  cases,  for  Canada  produc4-s  few  medicinal  herbs  or  salts  ;  but  they  are  compounded

SEWER     PIPES.     CEMENT,     Etc. 

In  everv  larii^e  ■  ilv  the  (luestmn  of  sanitary  precautions  is  sure  to  bi'cnme  sooner  or  later  a  burning 
issue.  The  march  of  medical  science  has  shown  us  that  many  of  the  diseases  that  llesh  is  heir  to  are 
perfectly  preveiitible  if  the  proper  precautionary  steps  be  taken,  and  the  community  which  nowadays 
sutlers  from  epidomics  of  typhoid  lever  or  diphtheria  has  only  itself  to  blame.  Montreal  has  naturally 
kept  abreast  of  the  times  .  and  alilioueh  much  undoubtedly  yet  remains  to  be  done,  this  city  is  gradually 
beinu-  converted  from  one  oi  the  worst  drained  cities  of  America  into  one  of  Ihe  best.  Placed  as  she  is 
'111  the  -e\eral  terrace-  slopiiiu'  Up  10  the  mountain,  her  natural  advantages  are  very  u'reat,  while  th.' broad 
and  ra|iid  St.  Lawrence  is  mote  than  cai>able  of  conveying  away  and  deodorizing  all  the  .sewa';e  the  city 
can  pour  into  it  it  only  remains  tlnn  to  construct  ade(|uate  drains  and  sewers  to  render  Montreal  one 
ot  the  healthiest  cities  in  the  world,  and  so  soon  as  the  last  of  the  old  wooden  trunk  drains  has  been 
replaced  by  ulazed  sewer  pipe  that  consummation  will  Im'  brought  about. 

It  is  tile  state  of  tr.aiisiiioii  that  we  are  now  pa.ssing  through  that  has  imi>arled  so  u^reat  a  stimulus 
to  the  dram  pipe  an<l  cement  trade  in  tills  city.  The  demand  for  sewer  pipe  for  alterini;'  and  improyiug 
drains  in  old  houses  and  for  use  in  the  erection  of  new  ones  is  steadily  on  the  increase  both  in  this  ciiy 
aii<l  throughout  the  iJuminioii  The  buildin--  strikes  in  the  West  have  clieeked  it  somewhat,  l)Ut  now 
that  they  are  on  the  eve  ot  settlemeiii  w  may  I'xpect  to  see  a  brisk  revival  in  tile  sevver  pipe  trade.

The  reieipis  „f  cement  durinii  the  present  M.as.m  have  been  exceptionally  hea  y,  and  as  the  strikes 
in  the  West  have  che.ked  Inisiness  and  the  buihlin-.-  season  her.' is  hardly  open  yet,  the  .lemand  has 
been  very  sliiiht  and  tin-  market  has  be.n  ehuted.  In  lact,  cement  is  now  otii'ring  on  ship's  aceount  at 
prices  thai  will  net  verv  little   proiit  to  the   vendors.      Hul   conservative  holders  are  storing  away  their 
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surplus  stocks,  ami,  as  I  he  pii'si'iit  plctliora  will  ohm-k  importation,  when  onco  the  demand  assiimos  its 
iioruiiil  proportions  prices  should  !;t>  iippromptly.  In  (he  meantime  the  trade  is  quite  prepared  to  wait 
until  tiic  lei;itiniate  demand  shall  overtake  llic  suj)ply.

The  paint  an.l  oil  trade  of  Montr. 'al  is  one  in  which  fortunes  ha\'e  heeu  made  and  also  fortunes  lost. 
In  fact,  success  has  alternated  with  feilure  more  in  this  line  probahly  than  any  other  hi  Moutreal's  whole 
list  of  commercial  enterprises.  At  times  it  would  "  'ok  as  if  the  paint  manufaeturintr  trade  wereovenhme 
in  this  city,  ami  as  if  nmre  paints  were  u'rouud  and  made  than  the  capacity  of  tlu'  lountry  could  lei^iti- 
mately  .ihsoili.  And  yet  we  can  point  to  many  staunch  and  ))rosper(nis  lirms  makini?  and  dealinu;-  in 
paints.  .Such  lirms  as  Win.  .lohnsoii,  Mc Arthur.  C'oreeille  \;  Co,,  A.  liamsay  &  Co.,  Fergusson,  Alex- 
ainler  \-  Co.,  1'  U.  Duds  &  Co.  and  It  A.  McCaskell  iV  Co.  are  all  prosperous  paint  ''.-ms,  and  we  <ould 
point  to  many  others;  hul  the  I'a.l  remains  that  a  few  years  ago  the  disasters  in  this  line  were  heavy, 
and  that  sinci^  then  kei'ii  competition  has  kept  prices  down  to  a  barely  prolitable  limit. 

Of  course  the  raw  materials  are  priniii)ally  imported  into  this  country,  and  therefore,  if  we  take  the 
amount  of  such  colms  imported  into  this  province,  we  ean  I'orm  a  very  close  appioximation  of  the  vahn' 
of  Montreal's  paint  traile.  since  four-liil lis  of  Quebec's  importations  pass  through  the  hands  of  Montreal's 
mi'i-cliants.
